Stereo Imaging Explained 


What is stereo imaging? The best way 
to understand it is to experience it. So, 
let's try a little experiment. 

Close your eyes and listen. Do you hear 
the sounds all around you? A car going by 
on the street? Someone moving around 
in the room? A radio off in the distance? 

The sounds come from different 
directions. But, you can tell, even with 
your eyes closed, where they come from. 

Your brain interprets the milli-second 
differences between the time the sound 
reaches your right and left ears. And, that's 
how you can tell from what direction a 
particular sound originates. 

This is EXTREMELY important to stereo 
imaging. When music is recorded, es¬ 
pecially classical compositions, the music 
comes from different instruments and dis¬ 


tinctly different directions. 

In an orchestra, the violins are always 
to your left. The cellos and double basses 
are on the right. The violas are facing 
you. And, the percussion, woodwinds 
and brass are to the rear of the orchestra. 

But, when you listen to your stereo sys¬ 
tem, the sound only comes from two con¬ 
fined sources, your speakers. 

Stereo imaging speaker systems are 
specially-designed to create the audio 
illusion that the sound is coming from 
different sources and different places. Just 
like you'd hear during a live performance. 

And, since few homes are acoustically 
perfect, stereo imaging speakers are de¬ 
signed to make up for deficiencies. So 
you'll have perfect stereo imaging regard¬ 
less of your listening room's acoustics.

Then, take the mike to 
your favorite listening spot, 
such as in front of your fire- 
place or at your easy chair. 

Let's start with the left speaker. Adjust 
your speaker balance controls on your am¬ 
plifier so you only hear the left speaker.

Hiss and Secrets Expunged 



Thrill to hiss free audiophile cassettes. Keep confidential dictation cassettes confidential. And destroy the data on floppy 


disks instantly. It's easy with this remt

It's frustrating. You buy the best casset¬ 
tes. You have the finest cassette decks. 

But whether you re-record your casset¬ 
tes or just perform level checks, if you're 
like me, you will experience increased 
hiss and distortion. 

Here's why. When you record casset¬ 
tes, you're actually laying down two 
tracks in each direction on the tape. 

When you re-record, you are erasing 
the tracks and laying down new tracks 
over the old ones. Well, the erase poten¬ 
tial of your cassette deck is more than 
adequate to erase the tape. 

But, as the tape moves by the head, 
the track you are erasing often skews 
(moves) slightly from side to side. So, 
when you re-record or play back a tape, 
you're still hearing the 'old' edges of 
tracks coming and going as the tape 
moves slightly from side to side. 

Video Too. Use it for video. Instead of 
decreased hiss, you'll see less snow. 

Even new tapes are bulk erased. 
When we make tape, it's made in widths 
that are 12" to 25" wide. In the process 
of slitting the tape, steel blades (often 
magnetized) are used that can cause 
'squeal' to be recorded on the tape. 

So, it's always a good idea to bulk 
erase a tape (called degauss) before you 
make your own recording. 

Unfortunately, audiophiles who per¬ 
form level checks and fine bias adjust-

ments before recording, probably exper¬ 
ience the most noise and distortion.
